In a summary of the ucrlal fighting
for March and April the French War
Office In Purls announced that
French airmen brought down 322
machines and that ninety-si- x of their
own were lost.

The air fighting during the past
week has been heavily la the Allies'
favor. Between tho 9th and the 15th
we downed seventy-on- e enemy planes
to nineteen of our own missing. This

. shows a situation Infllnitcly better
than twelve months ago.

The Allies' aerial success has been
a large factor In bringing the first
stago of the German offensive to a
standstill.

Bad Period for Enemy.
The Associated Press .sor respondent

nrlth the British army In France say
that twenty-fiv- e Garman plants were
wrecked and twelve others shot down

Ut of control. The correspondent con-

tinues:
,.'The Ideal flying weather yesterday
n the Britten front In Flanders con

stituted a bad period for the enemy Air
service. One British brigade alone up
to 3 oclock In the afternoon had de-

stroyed fifteen German planes and had
driven six others down out of control,
according to unofficial but Tollable fig-

ures which the correspondent learned,
and at least five other hostile machines
were sent crashing down.

"To-da- y is another perfect day and It
la certain to see many bKter clashes in
the air."

.The official statement on Thursday's
air fighting says :

Great aerial activity prevailed on
Thursday. Over twenty-fiv- e tons of
bombs were dropped on Important
railway centres, airdromes and billets
behind the enemy lines.

Aerial fighting was Intense early in
the morning and again In the evening,
thirty hostile machines belpg destroyed
and Ave driven down out of control.
Ten were shot down by our ft

guns, two landing behind our
line. Their occupants were captured.
Five of our machines are missing.

During the night ten and a half
tons of bombs were dropped on differ-
ent targets, including the railway sta-
tions at Lille, Doual and C'haulnes.
Billets In the neighborhood of e,

Peronne and Rosleres, as well
as the docks at Bruges, were also
bombed. The' enemy's night flying
machines were also active. One Gotha
landed behind our line and its crew
was captured.

' French Statement.

BOCHE PLANE SHOT DOWN

Kickeribacher, formeily an auto-
mobile racer, was decorated with the
French War Cross on Wednesday. He
assisted In bilnglng down a German
airplane in enemy territory two weeks
ago.

AVIATOR GILBERT KILLED

French Flier Well Known Before
War Started.

Paws, May 1". Eugene Gilbert, the
French aviator, was killed yesterday
when his airplane plunged to the ground
at an airdrome,

Eugene Gilbert a one of the leading
French aviators In the years Just pre- -
adlng the outbreak of the war. AVhen

hostilities began he Joined the French
aerial service and after a battle with
the Germans waa forced to land In
Switzerland. He gave his parole and
was not detained by the Swiss Govern-
ment,

Later ho violated hit parole and es-

caped to France, but was returned to
Switzerland by the French Government.
He recently escaped from Switzerland
a second time and rejoined the French
forces.

WOODEN SHIP A DAY
IS AVERAGE FOR MAY

80,000 Ton to Be Launched
Thu Month, Say Builder.

Special Despatch to Tns Sis.
Washington, May 17. Woodcli ship

construction In the United States prom-
ises to break all records for May. Dur-
ing the first seventeen days of the
month an average of a wooden ship a
day waa launched with aggregate ton-
nage of 80,000. In four successive weeks
beginning In mid-Apr- il the launchlngs
averaged still better.

Last Wednesday was the banner day,
four ship taking the water on Pacific
and Gulf coasts. The Southern ship-

building district, comprising Alabama,
Louisiana and Mississippi, launched Its
first ship for the Fleet Corporation on
that day.

Progress In wooden ship work In-

fluenced the decision of the Fleet Cor-
poration to expand the programme to
provide for 200 additional vessels of the
larger site up to 4,700 tons.

A general enlargement of the build-
ing programme Is now under discussion
by officials of the Shipping Board and
the Fleet Corporation, and "111 soon
be announced. Charles M. Schwab has
been at work on this enlargement ever
since he took the helm and was brought
to a fuller realization of the country's
ship needs.

The concrete ship Faith, the first con-
crete vessel built In America, has suc-
cessfully completed her second trial trip.
She made a cruise In ballast through a
rough aea. lleports from the testing
officers are unanimous that the vessel
behaved better than any steel ship of
equal tonnage.

position which counts, but the effect of
the operations as a whole and the prob-

lem of the replacement of man power.
"In the long run msn power will be the
vital factor."

The same official said tho estimate
made by the Kaiser of COO.000 British
casualties was absolutely false. A re
port complied officially from the r.ost
trustworthy sources available of the
German losses since March 21 shown
them to have been extremely heavy. Of
IDS German divisions on the western
front, 12S of which have been actually
engaged on the Somme and Lys battle
fronts, one is known to hae lost 70 per
cent, seven others 60 per cent.,
while numerous smaller units, such as
brigades, regiments and battalions, lost
from 40 to 70 per cent.

Tension Is llarelaxed.
The Associated Press correspondent

with the British army In France says
the Allies are still waiting for Field
Marshal von Hlndenburg to show hi?
hand, but the Germans remain com-
paratively Inactive In their defences,
and were It not for the grumbling of
the guns, the clouds of dust along the
lines of transport and the flight of
airplanes winging their way across the
battle zone it would be hard to real-
ize that a war was going on.

Notwithstanding this, there has been
no relaxation of the tension which has
existed along the front for many day.
It Is realized that the enemy may strike
at any time. Certainly no orie doubts
that an ambitious offensive is in prepa-
ration, and the time necessary tn com-
plete the plans must have about run Its
course.

The delay, the correspondent believes,
is In Itself so added Indication that the
next German push Is to be one of great
magnitude and fierceness. The next
battle may easily be the crucial one, for
the Germans undoubtedly will attempt
once more to smash entirely through the
Allies' lines.

Playlac His l.nst Tramp.
If the Germans again fall to achieve

their aim and all along this front there
Is confidence that they will the defend-
ing forces will feel easy once more, for
they believe that If the enemy cannot
break through this time ha will have
played his last high trump. If he Is
held again It will he the beginning of
the end for the Central powers, mili-
tary experts say.

In this connection the assistance of
America, fast coming to the rescue, is
emphasized. It Is felt that with steadily
growing msn power the Allies wilt be
sble to resume the offensive and will re-

claim the land overrun by the invaders.
Dependence is placed at the front on

the help of America in delivering
the finishing blow. She hold the bal-
ance of power and the projects are
being discussed eagerly throughout the
length of the line. Everywhere there Is

the greatest confidence In America on
the part of allied officers and men.

As ths correspondent of the Associated
Press travels up and down the front he
is besieged constantly by friendly In-

quiries as to how American preparations
are coming along. Sometimes there is
a certain anxiety expressed, to be sure,
but there Is no impatiencp. Officers are
loud In their praise of the work they
understand already has been accom-
plished by America.

Such troops ss have been Men from
the United States have pleased the vet-
erans Immensely, for the overseas re-

cruits shape up well. It is felt that with
an army of such material victory is cer-
tain, for the Allies will hold the Ger-
mans until that army gets into action.

ALLIES GAIN FORCE

AS GERMANS DELAY

Hensons for Failure of Kaiser
to Attack Are Not

Explained.

ARTILLEHY BIG FACTOR

Big Guns Hamper Enemy in
Bringing Up Men and

Supplies.

British Akut Headquarters in
France, May 1 (delayed). We have
had two days of perfect summer weather
and the country Is at Its loveliest. As
always when the weather Is fine and
clear there is Intense activity in the air,
so everywhere on the front the aky Is
full day and night of droning airplanes,
bursting ft shells nnd the
rattle of machine guns. For the rest, f.
seems as If the two armies have agreed
that tho weather Is too fine to fight and
are content to leave the continuance of
the battle to the flying men.

The artillery, of course. Is never silent,
but It U a desultory, unaccountable sort
of activity, a long sustained, harassing
fire on the enemy communications and
back areas, then sudden bursts of heavy
shelling on this or that narrow section
of the fropt, group of roads or billeting
area. On the whole, we certainly are
not losers In the exchanges, for there la
hardly a point from the Somme to the
sea coast where the German positions
and communications are not mere ex
posed and vulnerable than ours

Gnna Harry German Rear.
What Is passing on the other side of

the curtain of flame, why the Germans
uppnrrnu.v are, wasting eucn precious
weather for attack, one can only guess.
Tho heavy rain of Monday last may
well have forced a temporary delay and
we have good reason to believe that our
guns have made the relief of troop ard
the bringing up of supplies vastly Incon-
venient for the GermanB on several oc-

casions.
It has been a generally accepted mili

tary maxim that delay is always In
favor of the side which Is on the de-

fensive nnd one takes It for granted that
the enemy hangs back only because he
is not readv but still needs time for
greater minuteness of preparation.
Meanwhile, the days slip an ay and four
days hence two months will have gone
of the seven or eight which arc all that
the Germans rnn reasonably count upon
tn enable them to accomplish their great
end.

In the course of less than two months
the Germans have now had more than
130 divisions engaged In the offensive.
According to some of the prisoners cap-
tured recently the Kaiser was present
during the attack on the Belgian front
on April 17 which was such a disas-
trous failure, his intention being to deco-
rate the commanding olTlcer of the First
I.andwehr Division, which took the chief
part In the operation, with the order of
Klrhenlauh if it was successful. This
order ranks next to Pour le Merlte.

Needless to say the commander did
not get his decoration and the admirable
fighting of the Belgians added one more
tn the long list of occasions when the
Emperor's presence appears to have
brought bad luck to the German army,
Home of the officer prisoners talk quite
spitefully about It and say things which
Germany certainly would regard as lese
majeste.

3lass Attacks Forbidden,
I recently quoted an order signed by

Gen. himself, forbidding mass
attacks or efforts to "compel victory hy
mere w eight of numbers." We get ac-

counts now of stringent training of Ger-
man troops In taking advantage of the
lay of the ground so as to economise
losses. But whatever the high command
may say. it teems that the regimental
commanders still believe in the virtue of
messes.

In one recent attack the first waves of
Germans rame carrvlng pipes or tubes
twenty feet long, each borne by two men
and charged with explosives for blowing
up the wire entanglements. Approach-
ing the wire, these advance troops were
to I limit the pipes underneath and. sav-
ing themselves as best they could, ex-

plode them, blasting a way for the
waves coming behind

It was one of those crude, mediaeval
Ingenuities that the Germans love and
the only drawback v. as that there was
no opportunity to use their new weapon.
Either there was no wire there or the
men were shot down before they could
carry out the rather elaborate pioceed-Ing-

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Chinese Student
Fear New Treaty

TOKIO, May 13 (Delayed).
Important negotiations be-

tween the Japanese and Chinese
Governments for a military
understanding- - are making prog-
ress. The fundamental idea is to
reach an agreement to act in
common in case the extension
of German influence eastward
menaces the peace of Asia.

Reports that Japan contem-
plates taking an aggressive policy
in China havo caused excitement
among the Chinese students in
Tokio. Five hundred scholars
have returned to China to vrarn
their countrymen.

Baron Goto, the Japanese For-
eign Minister, has sent n memo-
randum to the principals of the
Chinese schools in Japan saying
that the negotiations with China
concern military action against
Germany in case of necessity.

GERMANS TO FORGE

MORE MARRIAGES

Commission Favors Compul-

sory Unions Before Twen-

tieth Year.

IoNDON, May 17. The German com
mission appointed to examine the decline
in tho birth rate in Germany has re
ported a recommendation for the com
pulsory marriage of Germans before
their twentieth year Is passed, according
to a despatch to the Daily Express from
Amsterdam.

Financial assistance would be granted
by the State, according to this plan,
which provides penalties for those fall
Ing to comply. Provision is also made
for the panlshmcnt of married couples
who remain childless.

A report compiled by the Iocal Gov
ernment Board based on Information
from German sources shows a fall In the
birth rate In Germany during the three
years 1915-191- Inclusive, equivalent
to the loss of 2,000,000 Infants. Forty
per cent, fewer births occurred In 19IG
than In 1913. These figures are com-
pared with a decrease of 10 per cent, in
the birth rate in England and Wales.

The Infantile death rate In Germany
has been kept well down, but neverthe-
less, the report shows, Is f,0 per cent,
higher than in Kngland anil Wales. This
fact has ted to a large extension of In-

fant welfare uork in Germany. In which
voluntary societies have played an ac-

tive part, but the movement is becom-
ing one Increasingly In the control of
the municipalities.

The Infant mortality rate In Germany
In 1915. it Is shown, was 1M a thousand,
as compared with 108 In England and
Wales. The rates in 1911 for Prussia,
Saxony and Bavaria were, respectively,
164, 17J and 193 a thousand. An abnor-
mal increase in Infant mortality during
the first months of the nr Is shown by
the fact that In Prussia In the third
quarter of 1914 the rate rose from 13S
to 143: In Saxony from 140 to 313, and
In Bavaria from 170 to 439.

The records In Kngland and Wales do
not show any abnormal mortality among
Infants during the early months of the
war.

JAPAN'S AID URGED

TO RESCUE RUSSIA

British Tress Renews Agita-

tion as German Grip on Coun-

try Grows in Strength.

CAPITAL IS TAKING HOLD

Industries Bought Up at Panic
Prices and Now in tho

Hands of Teutons.

Lonpon, May 17. As Oermany speeds
up the financial pillage of Ilussla, tho
London press In general Is urging the
necessity of allied Intervention of a
prompt nature If the rapid strengthen-
ing of the Teutonic grip on that coun-

try Is to be combated successfully. The
nowspapcrs refer to the remarks of Lord
Robert Cecil in the House of Commons
yesterday and the accumulating Indica-
tions of the Inability or unwillingness of
tho Ilolshevlkl to resist the German pen-
etration. In some Instances the advo-
cates of Intervention reiterate the earlier
pleas for allowing Japan to act.

The Insistence upon Japan's disin-
terestedness to renewed, as Is Japanese
loyalty to the Allies. The Daily Tele-
graph ends Its article with these lines:

"The statesmen at Toklo have made
It quite cloir that they have no cove-
tous alms. In order to support the gen-
eral policy of the Allies, and especially
to protect Siberia from Teutonic ra-
pacity, Japan, we arc convinced. Is ready
to art in any way that promotes the
Ideals of the Entente Powers."

In commenting upon Ixinl Robert's
"admirable sympathetic reference to Bus-sla- ,"

the Milp Chronicle says that the
more the Allies allow Russia to fall un-

der German Influence the harder It will
be to extricate her eventually It as-

serts Uiat Russia Is now unable to re-

cover herself without foreign military
Intervention and adds :

"The weight of our Intervention neces
sarily would be Japanese, but It should
be given a broadly allied and interna-
tional character. For tome time It has
been said the obstacle has been wasn-Ingto- n

only nnd now that as we believe
to be the case the American Govern
ment's own agents ore as mucn con-

vinced ns anybody else of the need for
foreign troops. It is to he hoped thnt
opposition will bo withdrawn."

German Capltstl flushing; In.
The. chaotic economic conditions In

Russia are belnc utllUed to the full by
Germany for increasing German Influ-

ence and control over Russlaji Industrial
and financial Institutions. Iluslan cap-

italists and corporations, threatened
with ruin, see no escape except to sell
their property to Germany.

THREAT OP DEVOLUTION

Czech Delegates Warn of Ris-

ing if Bohemia Is Made a
German District.

gary over the new alliance made at the
meeting of Kmperor William and Km-pcr-

Charles at German Great Head-
quarters last Sunday, und universal in-

ability to obtain through the usual chan-
nels any definite Information regarding
Its character and scope. There are the
widest discrepancies In the advices upon
these points, which are received here
from Berlin and Vienna.

Emperor Chnrles and Empress Zlta
left the Austrian capital y for Sofia
and Constantinople to visit King Ferdi-
nand of Bulgaria and the Sultan of
Turkey. The Emperor was accompanied
by Baron Burlan, tho Sllnlstcr of For-
eign Affairs; Baron von Welser, Minis-

ter of Commerce,- - and Count Zlchy, tho
Sllnlstcr of Court Affairs.

"The new alliance between Austria-Hungar- y

and Germany will make for
better mutual relations," said Premier
Wekerle of Hungary In an address to the
Ixiner House of Parliament. "It can In
nowise be taken as a hindrance to rela-

tions which might be established even-
tually with other peoples In the economic
domain."

War Alms .Not Dlscnssrd.
' Premier Wekcrle's speech was made In

reply to a request from Count Karolyl.
opposition leader, for more Information
as to what took place at the conference
of tho two emperors Initiating the new
alliance.

"War alma were not discussed," the
Premier also asserted, "for there can be
no question of war alms. The alliance
alms only at the maintenance of peace
In all directions.

".Neither will the alliance be n hin
drance tn eventual entrance Into the

league of Nations," the Premier
added. "The guarantee of this lies In
the fart that we have arranged a purely
defensive alliance."

tion. Premier Wekerle referred the

"The official communique could not
contain more than what happened. The
discussions took place on questions which
led to a prolongation of the existing
alliance and for strengthening It for a
long time to come."

Here the Premier was Interrupted with

strong applause from thu Right and the
Centre.

"The Umpcrurs have asreed to request
their Governments to open negotiations,
but beyond this no formal treaty of any
sort has been made. The negotiations
will soon begin and I think they will
havo the general approval nf Hungarians,
